Wherever there <• a general ays- 
tem of good roada It la the reault of 
a comprehensive plan. As long aa 
email governmental units operate 
Independently i here are good roada 
—provided the money ie not waated 
or stolen— where there la a large 
amount of valuable property, and 
there are had roada In less devel- 
oped aeotlona. There ia no uniform- 
ity In road making, and there la lit- 
tle hope of development for t lie lets 
fortunate sections Ol the State 

England and France fought a long 
time ago the campaign for a coun- 
trv-wide system "f roada made un- 
der the operation of a country-wide 
plad. Mocaulay, -III his hlatory of 
England, describes the almost Im- 
passable condition of E igllsli couu 
try roada during an t cloalug yeara 
of the Seventeenth century 

"One chief eause for the badness 
of the roada seems to hav>e been the 
defective atate of the law. Every 
parish waa bound to repair the high- 
ways passing through la, The peas- 
antry were foroed to give their grat. 
iitous labor six daya in the year.

In a very eonalderabie portion of 
K-ntnoky bad roada refloat the plan 
of road making wbloh waa a failure 
In Bnglaud more than $00 years ago 
Those aeotlona are In soma reapeets 
very like rural England In the Sev- 
enteenth century. Thev will not be 
hn. oght up to data without good 
roada, and they will not aeoure goon 
roada anleas the State-aid plan la 
pat in State-wide operation At 
present the faimera of »he "rural" 
counties— counties without center* 
of population other than thoaa sup- 
ported by the surrounding agrioul 
tural community— are expected to 
baild the roads. With tba labor of 
their hands and tbat «f tbeir teams, 
or by tbe payment of taxes, tbay 
are expeeted to build and maintain 
roads for general aervlce. Beeauae 
tbev do not the values of tbeir farms 
are kept much below what the fig- 
urea would he if improved highways 
traversed the rural countlea. 

The State-aid plan la dealgued to 
equalise the burdens of taxation fcr 
roada and give tre le»a wealthy 
countlea an opportunity to increase 
their wealth by making themselves 
accessible to travel and by reducing 
the cost, and eliminating the hard- 
ah'pa, of freight hauling and pas- 
eenger transportation within their 
borders. 

In his address at the good roads 
meeting Wi-diieedav afternoon Pres. 
McKryde, of the Kentucky Good 
Itoada Association, called attention 
to the fact that to a State-aid plan 
adopted 100 yeais ago and discon- 
tinued seventy-five years ago, Ren- 
lucky owea her b*»t mter-county 
roads. Some of these roads, notably 
the Louisville a Nashville turnpike, 
r. II . t at once the employment of 
right methods of road making when 
they were laid down aud a long pe 
rlod of nrglect <iue to the inability 
of the poorer cunties to keep them 
in oouditioo. The ' Old State Pike" 
br-tweeu Louisville and Mayavilie 
has beeu kept up because it traver- 
sea the wealthier counties. Owing 
to peculiarly unfortunate conditions 
in Jefferson county, the worst part 
of the Louisv'lle-Maysville road ia, 
usually, tbe section lying within the 
boundaries of Jefferaou, the richest 
county iu the State, but even in 
Jefferson the Loulavllle-Mayaville 
road haa not been allowed to go to 
pieoea. 

Mr. Dunlap, apeaking for tbe Na- 
tional High way a Association, of 
which he la assistaut director gen- 
eral, ended hia address with the fol- 
lowing appeal for attention to tbe 
Importance of the campaign which 
the meeting inaugurated : 

"I want to leave tins one thought 
with you, aud it should impress you 
more than any statement that could 
he made— that is: If enough coun- 
tlea do uot take advantage of State- 
aid during the year 1916 to show 
that State-aid is wanted it will be 
the easiest matter iu the world for a 
few enemies of good roads to repeal, 
as before stated, your present legis- 
lation, which will, If you please, re- 
tard tbe good roads movement In 
Kentucky at least twenty yeara," 

There are differences oo opinion 
as to whether the Kentucky law is 
as good as It might be made, in all 
of its provisions, but it will not be 
improved by disuse, and there Is be- 
tween advocates of good roads no 
difference ot opimou as to tbe State 
aid plau being essential to the de- 
velopment of a State-wide system 
of roads. There can be uo dlfler- 
euee of opinion upon the point that 
the poorer counties are the couutles 
having the greater opportunity to 
profit by taking advantage of the 
State-aid plau. Jefferaou couutie's 
luterest Ilea iu promotiug the States 
development. The road problem Iu 
thin county will be but little affected 
by the addition of a t riffling amount 
— iu comparison to the sum repre- 
senting the county levy— to the an- 
uual road fund, by application for 
State aid. Yet Jefferaou should be 
the leader In the effort to awaken 
the wbole titate.

500 for conspiracy to depress the 
price of leaf tobacco. 

The court held that under the 
decision of the Supreme Court 
declaring tbe anti-trust law of 
Kentucky unconstitutional as 
amended by the Orecelius pool- 
ing act, the action should be dis- 
missed.

Aa s matter of fact a very small pro- 
portion of the total area of oiled nmc- 



Dnder heavy traffic it rota 
wares very badly. It is my opin- 
ion that, even under tho best condi- 
tions, this pavement has little justifi- 
cation. Oil has more lubricating than 
binding properties, and its Introduction 
into a macadam pavement has a ten- 
dency to destroy the stability of the 
metal, wrltea an expert in the Kugl- 
neering News. The successful exam- 
ples of pavements of this class have 
been cither in localities where climatic 
conditions arc such aa to evaporate the 
more volatile parts of the oil or where 
the application has been made In such 
a manner as to achieve the suuie re- 
suit. OUed macadam roada which 
have become so rutted as to be almost 
onverted Into 
by scarifying 
rerolllng. thereby aerating the oil 
and causing the evaporation of the 
lighter constituents. 

For residence streeta Oklahoma, Cat., 
is using exclusively some type of oll- 
macedam. The oil-macadam hereto- 
fore most generally used consists of 
the ordinary amount of macadam rock, 
compacted and treated with two ap- 
plications of heavy road oil, aggregat- 
ing one and one-half galloua to the 
square yard. The amount, of oil Is 
sufficient to produce an oil bound stir 
face of about three Inches in depth.

Ing machine recently successfully test- 
ed abroad k reported to perform won 
derful fea# The engine which does 
all the w#k la a six cylinder distillate 
burning mm engine of eighty horse 
power, which operates a series of 
bucket chains that dig the soil to sny 
depth down to eighteen Inches, and 
the tooth armed buckets are so power 
that they will cut through a tin 
pavement If It be desired to re- 
old streets 
the earth Is picked up by these 
buckets, carried* to a mixer In the 
body of the machine and thoroughly 
combined with any deaired binder, but 
aapbaltuni or crude oil. nnd is then 
spread evenly and rolled nnd In oue 
operation.
